Ruin-
ous crop condition sresulting from
black rust and from heat blight were
pointed to in dispatches from the
spring wheat states, with continued
assertions that Canada was also af
fected. Tbe market closed unsettled
at 3 to 4 ceiits net advance, with
September $1.13- and December
$1.18-- .

In provisions the outcome
rangwd from 17Vac decline to a rise
of 5c.

Buying on a large scale began in
the wheat pit as soon as the market
opened. Even the most conservative,
authorities admitted that the black
rust was spreading and was doing ma-
terial damage.

Some estimtes on black rust dam-
age to wheat in South Dakota ran
as high as SO per cent. Thirty-tw- o

fields were abandoned, were said to
be not worth setting. Reports of the
corn crop going backward on account
of continued extremely dry, hot weath-
er, resulted in higher prices for corn.
